Rome, 'April 10 UPl—The Bri 


lisii Eighth Army, supported by a 
bombardment from hundreds o 
guns and the heaviest Allied at 
assault ever caried out in Italy 
has crossed the Senio river in a 
campaign to destroy as much as 
possible of the opposing German 
army before It can withdraw into 
Germany's southern mountain re- 
doubt. 


The eastern end of the Italian 


front burst into flame at 7-30 
o'clock last night when hundreds 
of heavy guns opened up. Bridge- 
heads 
were established on a 


broad front on the north side of 
the Senio in the vicinity of Lugo. 
More than 1,000 heavy bombers, 
plus hundreds of lighter planes 
which flew thousands of sorties, 
had thoroughly drenched German 
defenses with bombs and fire, and 
the crossings were accomplished 
quickly against relatively light op- 
position. 


The smash across the Senio 
irought to an end the prolonged 


winter lull on this front.

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ROAMING DOGS 


The war seems to bo increasing the dog 


problem. In many places people complain of 
a pest of marauding dogs roaming about 
suburbs killing poultry tnd live stock. Simi- 
lar attacks are expected on sheep and lambs 
later on. And city people are blamed for 
most of the trouble. 


There seem to be more people now who 


don't want their clogs, and take the wrong 
way of getting rid of them. Instead of turn- 
ing the dogs over to the authorities, who will 
put them to death painlessly, these careless 
owners simply turn thuir dogs loose to forage 
for themselves. Soon'they arc running wild 
and making all kinds of trouble. 


Such careless procedure is dangerous in 


many ways. Either a dog should have a 
home and someone taking care of him, or he 
should be disposed of in some proper way, 
for his own sake as well as the public's. 


BACK TO GRANDPA 


"Old men for counsel and young men for 


war" is a familiar pattern, but isn't 77 years 
a little old for mastery of the problems of 
this great war? It is the age of Admiral 
Baron Kantaro Suzuki of Japan, entrusted 
with the problem of organizing another gov- 
ernment—the third in this war. It looks like 
a confession of failure, and the Japs them- 
selves are said to view the situation with 
gloom. 


They may draw many other queer names 


out of the hat before their rash war is over, 
but the end will be the same in any case. 
The arrogant little nation that aimed to rule 
the world will be merely a third or fourth 
class power. That means practically no 
power at all. It must be so, for the world's 
peace and safety. 


MacARTHUR AND NIMITZ 


There is general satisfaction in the dele- 


gation of power to Douglas MacArthur for 
the military clean-up of Japan. He has the 
double qualification of thorough acquaint- 
ance with that region and a reputation for 
unusual strategic skill. His operations in the 
Southwest Pacific area have been praised 
highly. There is no less satisfaction in the 
accompanying assignment of Admiral Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz directing the naval operations. 


The Philippine job is evidently regarded 


now as well in hand, and the main effort t>f 
these two commanders will be directed lo the 
task of crashing the Japs where they live, 
by land and sea. It will be an interesting 
and doubtless profitable set of operations for 
civilians to follow. 


STRICKKN SCHOOLS 


Americans who think they know all about 


shortages and hardships should go to the 
countries which (lie .\azis have abandoned, 
and should take a 10115; look at the schools. 


According to Dean C. Mildred Thompson 


of Vassal- College, who \vcnl abroad on a 
commission to dcienninc Europe's educa- 
tional needs, the schools lack the most ordi- 
nary needs. They have no pens, ink, pencils 
or paper. The former textbooks have been 
replaced by volumes of Nazi propaganda, 
which must be thrown out. Teachers arc 
scarce, for the Nazis, regarding teachers as 
natural popular leaders, shot them on the 
slightest pretext. KM even if teachers were 
found, they would have nothing to work 
with.

Originally, the Invitation to the San Francisco 


Conference was issued hy four sponsors to 40 na- 
tions; subsequently 
The 
Argentine joined 
the 


"peace-loving" countries hy declaring war 
upon 


Germany after that war is practlcallv over. 


Poland, Switzerland, 
Portugal, 
Sweden 
snd 


Spain have been omitted. All the enemy countries 
have been omillcd, as we'll as some of the liberated 
countries, such as .Bulgaria and Rumania. Finland, 
Latvia, Lithuania. ICsthonia have been 
omitted. 


India, which is British, and the Philippines, which 
is still American, come in as separate countries.. 


In a word, the San Francisco Conference will 


not represent all the nations of the earth/nor even 
all the United Nations. 
Membership was deter- 


mined at Yalta bv the Three Dominant Powers and 
those who attend are there bv courtesy of those 
powers. 


The absence of Poland 
marks a 
breach of 


decency in the very invitalion to the conference. 
Poland was the first United Nation. Great Britain 
entered the war as an ally of Poland. Soviet Rus- 
sia was at Unit, lime (September 1039) allied to 
Germany under the Stalin-Hitler alliance. Poland 
has continued to fight Germany to this day with a 
Polish army on the Western front. The Poles have 
two 
governments: 
the 
Govcrnment-in-Hxile. 


situated in London which has continued the war 
on Germany; the Lublin Committee set up as a 
Russian puppet. But neither of these governments 
lias been invited to .San Francisco, although the 
Russians now demand a scat for its puppet, which 
would only be another vote for Russia. This. Bri- 
tain opposes as a violation of the Yalta secrets. 


Nations are divided into two groups: The Spon- 


soring Nations: The United Slates, Great Britain, 
Soviet Russia and China, and all others. France 
was invited to be a sponsoring nation but with 
characteristic French logic, de Gaulle declined to 
sponsor what he know nothing about. 


So far as the small nations arc concerned, it is 


a blind date. They come because they arc asked, 
but they do not know what will be handed them on 
the Yalta salver. 


For instance, the essence ot peace is the right 


of every country to territorial, administrative and 
cultural integrity. The Atlantic Charter stands 
positively on this right which was emphasized in 
Woodrow Wilson's Four-teen Points, piirliculiirly in 
the point of 
Sclf-Dolermination. 
The 
Atlantic 


ChnrliT says: 


"(Roosevelt and Churchill) respect the right of 


all peoples to choose the form of government under 
which they will live; and they wish to see sovereign 
rights and self-government restored to those who 
have been forcibly deprived of them;" 


The Dumbarton Oaks Agreement says the same 


thing differently: 


"1. The (World) organization is based on the 


principle of the sovereign equality of all peace-lov- 
ing states." 


The rub here is the word "peace-loving." How 


is that defined? 
Sweden. Portugal and Switzer- 


land have been peace-loving for some three cen- 
turies, making war upon nobody. They, however 
are not included in the San Francisco invitation] 
Poland, which is a victim of aggression and on ac- 
count of whom this war started, is also not includ- 
ed. Russia which made war on Poland in 1939 is 
peace-loving," hut Germany which similarly made 
war on Poland is an "aggressor:" and Poland on 
whom both made war, is apparently an "aggros- 


,™. Ai Y"'la' *'lis question was further confused. 
The_Yalta report stated: 
"... This is n principle of the Atlantic Char- 


ter—the right of all peoples to choose the form of 
government under which they will live—the 
re- 


storation of sovereign rights and self-government 
to those peoples who have been forcibly deprived 
of them by (he aggressor nations." 


_ But suppose peoples have been deprived of their 
rights by "peace-loving" nations, is San Francisco 
to recognize, confirm and establish that as inter- 
national morality? Take. lor instance Latvia or 
Lithuania or even Finland. Arc these "ag-'rcssor" 
countries or have they been deprived of the rights 
guaranteed by the Atlantic Charter by one of "the 
peace-loving'' countries? 


The small nations of the world wonder about 


this because their own fate is involved in it 
Pre- 


cisely what difference can it make to a country 
whether its conqueror, controller, master 
is dc- 


lined as an "aggresso:-" or a "peace-loving" nation? 
San Francisco must answer that

With the Third Armored in Ger- 


many UP!—No death of an Amer- 
ican battle commander along the 
western front has been felt more 
keenly in all ranks than that of 
Maj. 
Gen. Maurice 
Rose, 
who 


welded the Third Armored "Spear- 
head" Division into one of the 
finest American outfits. 


This 45-year-old tank 
officer 


rose from the rank of private by 
virtue of courage, industry and 
military brilliance. 
quick in- 


telligence which enabled him to 
capitalize instantaneously on en- 
emy errors was coupled with bold- 
ness and an efficiency that Rom- 
mel himself would have admired. 
I never knew a man who so 
ruthlessly and cold bloodedly set 
about destroying an enemy. 


Rose was a prize pupil of Maj. 


Gen. Ernie Harmon, former com- 
mander of the Second 
Armored 


Division, and he came to 'equal 
even "Old Gravel Voice" hjmseii, 
who has wiped out more Ger- 
mans than any 
tank leader. 


They were great 


other American 


friends and 


great rivals, too, after 
Rose's 


Third Division began to rival the 
exploits of Harmon's "Hell on 
Wheels" Second in the battles of 
France and Germany. Hose anni- 
hilated thousands of Germans in 
the famous trap at Mons, Bel- 
gium, and just before he died he 
drove his division 101 miles in 
19 hours, the longest combat gain 
ever made by an armored outfit 
in a single day. 
And he was in 


tlie forefront every mile of the 
way. 


Ideal Soldirr 


Rose was the ideal professional 


soldier. lle was more than six 


feet tall and lean, with dark eyes 
and close-cropped black hair ting- 
ed with gray. 
Even at the end 


of a long day in the front, lines 
he looked like he was on his 
way to an army horse show, with 
no spot on his pink trousers and 
his high-calved cavalry boots as 
shiny as the brass plate on a third 
vice president's desk at the First 
National Bank. 


I knew Rose well in three cam- 


paigns— when he was chief of staff 
for Harmon's First Armored in 
Tunisia, in Italy, and as combat 
commander of tho Third Armored 
in western Europe. 
He was the 


only high oflicer I knew who serv- 
ed in combat with all three of 
these heavy-hitting outfits. 


Rose's subordinates never could 


convince him that he had no busi- 
ness leading an armored column 
into enemy territory in a jeep. I 
don't think any of us really thought 
he would live through the war. 
Even his famous luck couldn't sur- 
vive his complete disregard for 
danger. 


During the 
widely 
heralded 


march he made to capture Paler- 
mo in Sicily, which won him a 
promotion, he was held up on the 
way three times by German anti- 
tank guns in mountain gorges. 
Each time I watched him dismount 
and 
personally 
supervise 
the 


knocking out of the blockading 
gun. 
That was the way he liked 


to work and he just didn't give 
a tinker's dam if snipers found 
him a choice target. 


Loved Battlcfront 


Hp loved the battlcfront and 


battles and the thrill of leading 
armored columns through enemy 
lines. There is no need to try to 
ijraml the German tankman who 
killed him as "a war criminal." 
He couldn't have been an experi- 


enced trooper or he would have 
realized that capturing an Ameri- 
can tank commander of Rose's 
rank alive would have brought 
him greater glory. The German 
tankman who killed him was so 
inexperienced and jittery that he 
didn't even bother to search the 
general's jeep for maps and pa- 
pers. 


Rose's own verdict on the man 


who killed him would have been 
a contemptuous "he didn't know 
his job." Rose lived and died as a 
professional, a career he loved 
and followed since he was a boy 
of 17. He would be the last to 
regret that he had a soldier's end- 
ing. 
And that's 
the way his 


"spearhead" tankmen feel about 
it now as they roll on through 
Germany in the closing weeks of 
the war he affected so mightily.

Some Spiritual Approach to Problem* 


I>AV1I> I.A WHENCE. 


Washington, April 10—Whether 


labor and management can get to- 
gether on a code of principles to 
govern labor relations depends on 
how much of the spiritual ap- 
proach they can bring to their 
discussions. This means a funda- 
mental willingness to examine is- 
sues objectively. 


Here is a code worth studying 


which was formulated by Howard 
T. Curtiss, a member of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the United 
Steel Workers of America, C.I.O., 
and which he contributed recently 
to the bulletin of the "laymen's 
movement for a Christian world." 
It is divided into three categories: 


"I. Labor Agrees With 


Management: 


"1. That the management and 


control 
of 
an 
industrial unit 


should remain in the hands of 
representatives of the company. 


'"2. That the authority of man- 


agement 
should 
be questioned 


only when an injustice is alleged 
and then only by orderly proce- 
dure. 


"3. That the property and ma- 


terials which represent the in- 
vestment of stockholders must be 
protected both as to its existence 
and its reasonable earning power.

The report states that the pri- 


mary job of the Agricultural Con- 
servation Ollice Is to help fnrm- 
crs maintain production at levels 
consistent with lhc national econ- 
omy. To this end Congress ap- 
propriated money for the purcha.sc 
of lime and suirerphosphatc. to he 
given lo farmers who adopt fer- 
tilizing practices recommended by 
the Extension Service. 
During 


1944 the 
office processed 3,010 


separate applications for these 
materials. Accepting these appli- 
cations and making out the orders 
represented a total of ],lfil man 
tiows of office work, while var- 
ious reports to Ihc stale ollice 
accounted for 702 man hours | 
more. 


The report continues: To assist 


dairy farmers in increasing dairy 
production Congress appropriated 
noney to be paid lo farmers on 
their milk production. The pur- 
iose of this was to help offset 
the rising costs of dairy feed 
without making an increase in thn 
retail price of milk.

Albany, N. Y., April 10 I/PI— 


Governor Dcwey signed todiiy a 
hill authorizing the state public 
works superintendent to construct 
and improve the stale's arterial 
highway system in cites ;is a part 
of the proposed ?800,000,000 five- 
year postwar highway program. 


Plans for the city work, to cost 


an estimated 5113,000,00, already 
arc underway. Actual construc- 
tion will begin after the federal 
government's wartime han on con- 
struction contracts is lifted. 


The bill, sponsored toy Senator 


Gilbert T. Seclyc, Saratoga Re- 
publican, provides that: 


The stale will 
pay 
for con- 


struction within Hie limitations 
of moneys appropriated; the de- 
partment may aciiuirc land for 
improvements, at the shared (?.\- 


ise of the state and the muni- 


cipalities; c'ities may obtain inci- 
dental benefit construction at their 
own expense, and marginal or re- 
sidue lands may be developed for 
public nccomodation. 


Dcwey recommended the high- 


way program in his message to 
the 1945 legislature, which subse- 
quently appropriated $207,000.000 
from I he Postwar Reconstruction 
Fund for pan of the program. 


Dcwey also signed a measure 


extending coverage of the Work- 
men's Compensation Law to all 
reslauranls and grill workers, es- 
timated by the Stale Labor De- 
partment to lolal approximately 
100,000. Formerly, 
only restau- 


rants employing at least four per- 
sons were required to provide in- 
surance against occupational ac- 
cidents and diseases.

The Wilson-Moritt Bill making 
bribery in amateur sports a felony 
was signed into law today by Gov- 
ernor Dewey. 


The measure, an outgrowth of 


the Brooklyn College basketball 
bribery scandal, amends'the penal 
law prohibiting bribery of, or ac- 
ceptance of bribes by, partici- 
pants in professional sports to in- 
clude participants in amateur bas- 
ketball, baseball, football, hockey, 
polo, tennis, boxing and horse rac- 
ing. 


It also extends the definition of 


professional sports to indue bas- 
ketball, polo and tennis. Assem- 
blyman Malcolm Wilson, West- 
Chester Republican, and Senator 
Fred G. Moritt, Brooklyn Demo- 
crat, sponsored the measure. 


Violation is punishable by a 


$10,000 fine and 
imprisonment 


from one year to five years.
